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MEETING OF 

CITY TRUSTEES 

REGULAR SESSION LAST EVENING 

Nothing Heard as Yet From the Bald¬ 
win Estate Regarding the Con¬ 
demnation Suit 

At last, night’s meeting of the city 
trustees ( ity Attorney Madden reported 
that#-nothing had been heard from tin* 
Baldwin estate regarding the condemna¬ 
tion suit begun by this city against the 
Baldwin water rights and pipes in the 
Little Santa Anita. There are several 
days more in which they can file a de¬ 
murrer, which will probably be done. It 
lias been reported, however, on authority 
which is not. far from Arcadia, that the 
Baldwin interests will not make much 
of a light against the proceedings, but 
will lie willing to part with the water 
rights at a price to be determined by 
the court. If they do put up a light it 
will he by way of a bluff to attempt 
to force the price upward. 

Street Superintendent Lehmer re¬ 
ported that he was still waiting on 
Oswald Brothers to put the surface of 
Highland Avenue in more solid shape be¬ 
fore accepting the work. He had told 
them that lie will accept the street if 
they will put up a certified check for 
an amount large enough to guarantee 
that they will care for the street until 
it is demonstrated to be in a -atisfac- 
tory condition. 

It was voted to accept from Mrs. 
Alice Brugman a deed to a portion of 
Mariposa Avenue which has been used 
as a street but never deeded to the city. 

Profiles of Hermosa Avenue between 
Highland and Grand View, and of Gran- 
din between Sunnyside and Sierra Madre 
Avenues, were present* d by Engineer 
Mansur. They will be* presented for the 
approval of the property owners inter¬ 
ested before being accepted. 

The car schedule recommended by the 
transportation committee of the Board 
of Trade was indorsed. A map sub¬ 
mitted by W. S. Andrews providing for 
converting several lots in Block D of 
his land from city lots into acreage was 
accepted. Current bills w'ere allowed 
and warrants ordered drawn on the 
treasurer. Harvey Steinberger’s appoint¬ 
ment as special deputy marshal for duty 
with the lire department was con¬ 
firmed. 

DANGEROUS COASTING

$21114.50 and will ship it from Phila¬ 
delphia within seven days. 

The power line from the Edison main 
line will be built by tin* Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia Edison Company for $0401.110, 
which will also furnish the current. The 
power line is to be done within twenty- 
one days. 

An air compressor for the quarry 
work will be built by the Baker Iron 
works for $11)00.

CARNEGIE COMING SOON 

Andrew Carnegie assured Dr. George 
E. Hale, President John Willis Baer of 
Occidental and J. I). Hooker of Los An¬ 
geles yesterday that he would come to 
Pasadena about March 15 for a week’s 
stay and while here would spend a large 
portion of his time on Mount Wilson 
at the observatory which bears his name, 
says the Examiner. 

In order that he may make the ascent 
of the mountain in ease and safety, a 
large gang of men is employed in the 
reconstruction and repair of the toll 
road to the observatory. Mr. Carnegie 
will be taken up in either an auto or 
a light rig. Owing to the result of a 
fall, Mr. Carnegie is unable to make 
the ascent on a horse. The toll road is 
11.5 miles long and the trail 7.1 miles. 

Mrs. Carnegie and Miss Margaret Car¬ 
negie will accompany the steel magnate 
on his trip up the Mount Wilson trail. 
An informal luncheon will be given in 
Mr. Carnegie’s honor at Annandale club¬ 
house on Wednesday, March 10, under 
the auspices of a committee represent¬ 
ing civic and other interests and headed 
by Mayor Earley. 

Mr. Hooker has given a large sum 
of money for the installation of another 
telescope on Mount Wilson. 

PLANTING EUCALYPTUS 

Several thousand eucalyptus trees are 
being planted along the foothills by a 
gang of men working under the direc¬ 
tion of Mr. A1 Pratt, the landscape en¬ 
gineer who recently purchased the Sebree 
ranch, east of the Little Santa Anita 
wash. Mr. Pratt is now developing 
"Merrywood” in Laurel Canyon near 
Hollywood, planning to make of it a 
mountain home park. It is said to be 
his purpose to work out something 
unique on his Sierra Madre property.

TRAGIC DEATH 

OF MRS. GRANT 


SUCCUMBS TO CRUEL BURNS 

Entire Community Shocked by Accident 

—Funeral Services Held on Monday 
at Home of Her Parents. 

Inexpressibly sad was the tragedy 
which robbed the home of R. R. Grant 
of wife and mother last Friday night. 
News of the accident which had befallen 
Mrs. Grant was passed from lip to lip 
in awed tones and expressions of sym¬ 
pathy were heard on all sides. The 
first reports did not hold out any hope 
of recovery from her burns. Conse¬ 
quently the news of her death early 
Saturday morning brought little sur¬ 
prise but sorrow none the less deep. 

The accident which resulted in Mrs. 
Grant’s fatal burns occurred about eight 
o’clock Friday evening at the home on 
Grand View, just west of Lima, jhe 
was preparing to heat some milk for her 
eight-months old baby and spilled a 
bottle of alcohol from which she was 
about to fill a small lamp. The alcohol 
vapor was ignited from a nearby gaso¬ 
line stove, enveloping her in flames. 

Her husband was in an adjoining room 
and she ran to him for assistance. He 
tried to smother the flames but did not 
succeed until the burns which later 
proved fatal had been inflicted. Upon 
his arrival, Dr. Mackerras, who was im¬ 
mediately summoned, found serious ex¬ 
terior burns as well as evidence of in¬ 
halation of the flames. Every possible 
effort to relieve her was made at once 
and the sufferer was then hurried to the 
Pasadena hospital for further treatment. 
But death ended her sufferings about 
two o’clock .Saturday morning. 

A fire alarm which was turned in 
soon after the accident brought the fire 
department and a large number of citi¬ 
zens to the Grant residence. On their 
arrival they found nothing to be done 
for there was little damage to the house. 

Funeral services were held at the home 
of Mrs. Grant’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William James, in Pasadena, Monday 
afternoon. Rev. Frank Dowling, pastor 
of the First Christian church of Pasa¬ 
dena was in charge, and was assisted 
by Rev. Dr. J. M. Campbell of SierraJ 
Madre. A touching ceremony incident 
to the funeral service of the mother, 
was the christening by Dr. Campbell of 
the infant daughter, who was given the 
name of Catherine Louise Grant. About 
thirty sympathizing friends of the fam- V 
ily from Sierra Madre were present, the 
store of Betts & Welsher. where Mr. 
Grant is employed being closed for the 
afternoon. A large number of Pasadena 
friends were also present to pay their 
last respects to one they held in high 
regard. 

To the bereaved husband goes the 
sympathy of the entire community. Mrs. 
Grant was greatly loved by all who 
knew her and theirs was an exception¬ 
ally happy home. The little one is now 
in the care of Mrs. Grant’s parents in 
Pasadena.

flood Samaritans are not strangers tip- 
on tlie mountain trails. They take the 
various methods of giving others the 
benefit of their good works. The rigors 
of a long hike see into engender a fel¬ 
low feeling in the hearts of most moun¬ 
tain climbers and there are few who 
will lose an opportunity to assist a tra¬ 
veller in need. Sometimes it is only by 
good humor and a cheery word, some¬ 
times in snnie more substantial man¬ 
ner. 

Recently a party bound for Mt. Wil¬ 
son found deposited in the middle of 
the trail, a long straight row of oranges. 
Some kindly soul had left them there 
for the benefit of others who might be 
in need of refreshment. And there was 
forethought, humor and wisdom dis¬ 
played in the sign which he had written 
on a piece of cardboard and stuck up 
ltesidc them. It read: “TAKE ONE, 
BUT DON’T HE A HOG.” 

The Old Man of the Mountain 

Did you ever see “The Old Man” of 
Mt. Wilson? You have heard of him 
and seen his picture in the magazines, 
perhaps. lit* is one of the finest natural 
stone figures to In: seen in the country. 
The likeness is so real as to he almost 
uncanny when discovered suddenly in 
the right light. Most travellers to Mt. 
Wilson have heard of him but few suc¬ 
ceed in finding him. though it is easy 
enough if you know the way. 

The surest way to find this sentinel 
of Eaton's canyon and the San Gabriel 
Valley is to start from Martin’s Camp. 
Follow tlu* old trail to the west where 
runs the pipe line from the spring which 
furnishes Martin’s with an abundant 
How of pure, cold water. The trail runs 
parallel with the automobile trail and 
from 100 to 300 feet below. Tt will 
take you to a point almost as far west 
as the turning point of the auto road. 


I The old spring trail has been obliterated 
j in a couple of places for a short dis- 
( tance bv dirt and rock slides, but these 
I places can be safely crossed and the 
i trail picked up again with ease. 

; Making a sharp turn in the trail, you 
i find the Old Man directly in front of you 
J and perhaps sixty feet distant. You get 
l a line profile view and he never bats 
[ an e y e at your appearance. Simply gazes 
I over the valley as he has been doing for 
J nobody knows how long. Looking out 
j that way. you do not blame him for not

fants under live years of age. the Na¬ 
tional Association gives some figures to 
show how serious the disease is among 
this class. Based on the census of 1900, 
it is estimated that nearly 100.000 chil¬ 
dren now in school will die of tubercu¬ 
losis before they are eighteen years of 
age. or that about 0.400 die annually 
from this disease. Estimating that on 
an average each child who dies of tuber¬ 
culosis has had six years of schooling 
the aggregate loss to the country in 
wasted education each year amounts to 
$1,152,000. According to investigations 
made in New York, Boston and Stock¬ 
holm. the percentage of children who are 
afflicted with tuberculosis is much larger 
than the death rate would indicate. 

The National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
declares that there are two ways of 
checking the ravages of tuberculosis 
among school children. The first way is 
to instruct every school child about the 
dangers of the disease, and to show them 
how they themselves may prevent tuber¬ 
culosis in their homes. The second 
method is to establish open-air schools 
for all children who have tuberculosis or 
who arc suspected cases, segregating 
them from the healthy children.

Lack of School Instruction on a Subject 
of Vital Importance 


Definite instruction concerning the na¬ 
ture and methods of prevention of tuber¬ 
culosis is being given to less than ti per 
cent of the public school children of the 
United States, according to a bulletin 
issued by the National Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tubercu¬ 
losis. 

Recent investigation has shown that 
in only nine cities, Washington. D. C.. 
Dallas, Tex., Richmond. Va., Pough¬ 
keepsie. N. Y'.. Detroit, Mich., Malden. 
Mass., Salem. Mass.., Kagiuaw. Mach., and 
Knoxville. Tenn., are special text-books 
being used or lectures being given about 
tuberculosis. In three states and one 
territory, Michigan. Massachusetts, 
North Carolina and Porto Rico, laws 
have been passed requiring that instruc¬ 
tion about the nature and methods of 
prevention of tuberculosis be given in 
all public schools. In Tennessee, the 
State Department of Education has re¬ 
quested that such instruction he given, 
and has issued circulars for this purpose. 
In New Jersey and West Virginia wall- 
cards giving instruction are hung in 
every school-room and the attention of 
all children is called to them. The 
actual number of children, however, who 
will this year he taught by their teach¬ 
ers that tuberculosis is a communicable, 
infectious disease, and that it can be 
prevented, will not exceed one million. 
If the state laws requiring such instruc¬ 
tion were strictly enforced, at least 
2,000.000 children would be reached. 

While tuberculosis does not cause as 
many deaths among school children as it 
does among workingmen or among in¬
